Hearts better, than this holy Lzghr, that 

15 g1ven unto them for Sa/vation ; They 

chute Barrabas rather, than Jeſus. Yea, 

they have ſer #p 0:her Lights, than Chriſt 


Jetus,

Jeſus, Goa's great Light ; and other Pr9- 
phets, than Chriſt, God's great Prophet ; 
and other Prieſts than Jetus, the High- 
Prieſt of the New Covenant : But they 
are dark Lights, falſe Prophets and blind 
Prieſts. All that came before me, faith 
Chriſt, are Thieves and Robbers: And all 
that Pray, Preach, Sing, Worſhip, &c. 
and not by the Lizht and Sp:7:t of Jeſus, 
they go before Chriſt, before Chriſt 
cometh, before he prepareth their.Hearts, 
and toucheth their Lips with a Coal 
from his Heavenly Altar; and perform 
Worſhip in their own Will, Time and 
Power, and ſtay not for his Leadings. 
And therefore all ſuch rob Chr:/# of his 
Office, who is the Leader of the true Chr;- 
ftians ; their Heavenly High-Prieſt, to 
anoint them, and ofter up their Sacrifice 
to God for them; and Propyer, to let 
them ſee and know by his Lzg4t in their 
Hearts, what they ought to do, accord- 
ing to the New and Everlaſting Cove- 
nant; [I will write my Law in their hearts, 
and pat my Spirit in their imvard parts, 
and they ſhall be ail tangent of me, faith the 


Lord.

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Now this is the Queſtion to the whole 
World called Chriſtian : Do you [ee with 
this Divine Light ?

And the Cauſe of the Cozfufoz and 
Conteation, that 1s about Relz270a 1n Ea- 
rope at this day,is, | hat Men have deſerted 
this true Lighr and holy Spzrit, and fo 
are degenerated from the lite and power 
of pure and un{potted Re/270, and have 
attempted to comprehend Chritt's Do- 
arines without Chriit*s L725, and to 
know the 7 ines of God without the Sp7- 
rit of God. And being thus miferably 
erred by wicked Works from the oze 
Spzrit of Trath, they have wandred into 
the fallible Cozceits and Opzzzzons of Az, 
And in this State one Party hath con- 
tended 
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tended againſt another: From Words 
they have fallen to. Blows, and the ſtrong.

Sinners, while ſach, can no more come into 
Chriſt, than into God, for God is in Chriſt, 
and Chriſt is in God : Chriſt is holy, 
harmleſs, pare and undefiled, and ſeparate 


from Sinners. And if ever you would. 


have God look upon you to be in Chriſt, 
you mult come znto Chriſt : And you can 
never come into Chriſt, the new and 
heavenly Man, that 1s undefiled and ſe- 
parated from Sinners, till you come out of 
Sin, and the Author of it, the Devil, the 
old Man of Sin, and leave your wicked Deeds 
of darkneſs.
